Robbers Have No Trouble Stop- 
ping “‘Katy’’ Train After Set-

MUSKOGEER, Ok., Oct. %.—Three 
youthful robbers held up a southbound 
missouri, Kansas & Texas train south 
of ufaula today, compelled the engi- 
neer to detach the express and baggage 
cars, and then run them ahead, and 
then blew up and rifled the express 
safe. Company officials believe the rob- 
bers got several thousand dollars. 

By setting fire to a trestle near Wirth, 
the bandits had no trouble in flagging 
the train. 

Although the flames threatened to 
destroy the trestle before their work 
Was accomplished, the robbers moved 
deliberatelw™ Covering the engineer and 
fireman with their revolvers, they or- 
dered them from the cab. J. A. Dolan, 
the conductor, leaped from a coach and 
was lined up beside the enginemen. A 
porter also fell a victim to his curiosity 
and was made to stand beside the con- 
ductor. 

While one robber held the line of em- 
ployes, the other two uncoupled the en- 
gine, baggage and express car from 
the coaches and forced the trainmen 
into the cab and ordered the engineer 
to open the throttle. The engine, pull- 
ing the two cars, shot across the burn- 
ing bridge. What remained of the struc- 
ture fell into the water a short time 
after the cars had passed. 

Robbers Escape to the Woods, 

Half a mile on the other side of the 
bridge the bandits ordered the engineer 
to stop. The safe in the express car 
was dynamited and the robbers fled to 
the woods with their plunder. 

Posses were sent immediately from 
Crowder and Eufaula.. Other pursuers 
started an hour later on special trains 
{from McAlester and Muskogee.

Dr. Peck, Mr. Sherman’s attending 
physician, just after he had left the 
house today, was hurriedly recalled. 
He found the Vice-President again suf- 
fering from an aggravation of his kid- 


two hours. 

When he left he admitted the ex- 
tremely critical condition of Mr. Sher- 
but he gave assurance to the 
family that there was no danger of 
a serious termination in the immedi- 
ate future. 


The Vice-President passed a restful 
night, and Dr. Peck stated this morning 
that his patient was in better condition 
that he had been at any other time in 
the last four days. He could not say 
that the critical danger had passed, or 
give any assurance as to whai might 
follow in the case of %ne so weakened 
by, and suffering with the complica- 
tions surrounding the Vice-President. 
However, he felt some encouragement. 

“The Vice-President may live a day, a 
week or a year,’ declared one friend, 
who has been in attendance at the bed- 
side. 

Dr. Peck admitted that his distin- 
guished patient has entered the shadow, 
although he is now quite comfortable. 
He has been suffering from a heart af- 
fection, a softening of the muscles of 
the organ. Besides that, he has been 
afflicted with hardening of the arteries, 
a complaint of the kidneys and a ge- 
vere attack of gall stones. 

Must Delay Operation. 

An immediate operation for the latter 
ailment is necessary, his physicians 
say, but the Vice-President’s condition 
will not permit the using of the knife 
at this time. 

“Mr. Sherman has been very sick al! 
summer,’ Dr. Peck said, ‘and about 
four days ago he suffered a relapse. 
Mr. Sherman had an attack in the Adi- 
rondacks at Big Moose in June, and I 
expected him to die. He got out of Big 
Moose safely and improved steadily and 
very satisfactorily, until the latter part 
of August. Since then his condition hay 
been aggravated and he has been steail- 
ily failing. 

“For the last three weeks, since he 
came back from Connecticut, where he 
went to rest, he has been dressed only 
once, and that Was a week ago Friday, 
when, against my protest, he went out 
to the polls to register.

Ordinarily, should 
Vice-President, the President pro 
tem of the Senate would preside _ 
over that body and the line of suc- 
cession to the presidency would be 
to the Secretary of State. For the 
last several months, however, the 
present Senate has been unable tv 
agree on a President pro tem and 
that office has been vacant.

CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—Prosecution of 
Mrs. Louisa Lindloff on .charges. of 
murdering her 15-year-old son Arthur 
Lindloff by poisoning was stopped tem- 
porarily today when Attorney. Geerge 
Remus, councel for the woman, asked 
that Police Captain Bernard Baer be 
cited for contempt of court for “‘intimi- 
dation of witnesses.” 

The attorney complained against the 
Captain's rebuke yesterday to Miss 
Bedie Ray. a State’s witness. The 
police official accused her of. activity 
on behalf of the attorneys for the de- 
fense, in improperly approaching other 
witnesses in the case. 

Judge Windes, before whom the case 
is being tried, dismissed the plea for 
contempt citatian and warned the prin- 
cipals that witnesses must not be ap- 
proached or interfered with. 

Daughter Showed Polson Symptoms. 

Dr. J. W. Harrington of Milwaukee 
was among the witnesses examined to- 
day. He attended Frieda Graunke, a 
daughter of the defendant by her first 
husband, and whose death, undér un- 
‘usual circumstances, is being gone into 
by the prosecution as corrollary evi- 
dence of the present charge against the 
woman. 

Dr. Harrington said he had urged that 
the girl be sent to a hospital, but that 
Mrs. Lindloff refused. He added that 
the child’s symptoms were those of min- 
eral poisoning of the same kind charged 
by the State as having appeared in the 
death of Mrs. Lindioff’s son.

Wall Street Raises It Every Pres- 
dential Election, He Tells 
East St. Louisans. 


THEN TAKES UP RECORD 


Shows That All Panics of Last 
_ 50 Years Have Virtually Been 
Under Republicans. 


William Jennings Bryan made 4 15- 
minute speech Monday night in the 
Hast St. Louis City Hall and Audito- 
rium, which was overcrowded, and then 
‘made a five-minute talk to a crowd 
‘which jammed the street in front of the 
building. 

“Has anybody said anything to you 
about the great panic that will follaw 
should a Democrat be elected Presi- 
dent?” Bryan asked his indoor audience. 
“If anybody does, just remind them 
that in the last 62 years there have been 
three panies, two while Republican 
Presidents were in power and the third 
just a few weeks after Grover Cleve- 
land was elected President and before 
a single law had been passed under his 
administration.”’ 

Panic “4-Year Locust.” 

Bryan said he was an expert in deal- 
ing with the panic bug, which he called 
the “four-year” locust. It comes out 
every four years in the middle of Octo- 
ber, grows very rapidly before election, 
assumes full proportion the day before 
election and dies the next day,” he said. 

Wall street is responsible for panics, 
he declared. He said President Taft 
would go out next spring with unani- 
mous consent. Bryan charged Roosevelt 
with having found Taft, having him 
patented, guaranteed, nominated and 
elected, and then left him alone. 

“Teddy should be sued for breach of 
promise,” Bryan said while the audience 
roared. 

Bryan said Roosevelt, on trust ques- 
tions,-is against the people, and would 
legalize monopoly. If Taft, displeases 
the trusts, Bryan said, they immediate- 
ly “go over and join Teddy’s party. 
They know they can get consolation 


| there.”’

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KILLING BIRDS COSTS 
$420,100.000 A YEAR 


——— 


Conservation Committee Points 
Out Feathe*ed Friends Should 
Be Left to Attack Insects. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Destruction 
of certain birds costs the United States 
in food lost approximately $420,100,000 a 
year, according to the Committee on 
Wild Life Protection of the National 
Conservation Congress, which has an- 
nounced its intention of seeking national 
legislation to protect the feathered 
friends of man. 

Farmers and fruit growers especially 
will be urged to censider the damage 
done to crops by insect pests that could 
be avoided by the protection of bird 
life. Likewise, those in the cities will 
be confronted with the alleged contri- 
bution to the “high cost of living’ by 
the destruction of crops. 

Three measures providing for the pro- 
tection of certain birds are pending be- 
fore Congress and these the committee 
intends to press at the coming session. 
Among the birds that should be protect- 
ed for the good they do in keeping 
down the insect plagues, according to 
the committee, are all song birds, swal- 
lows, woodpeckers, blackbirds, quail, 
doves and night hawks.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 2.—News of 
a daring, but frustrated, plot to arrest 
the Czar and force him to abdicate the 
Russian throne and fuller details of the 
alleged attempt to kill the &-year-old 
Czarevitch heir to the crown—both sto- 
ries naming the recently velf-siain Ad- 
miral Chagin as the chief conspirator— 
have stirred Russia. 

It is said that the Admiral, the Czar's 
favorite, and commander of the impe- 
rial yacht, the Standart, killed himself 
when told by telephone that the police 
were about to search his quarters. 

Nete to Grang Duke. 

When they arrived they found a pile 
of burnt papers in the kitchen and the 
Admiral, shot through the heart, in ‘is 
dressing room. Further search revealed 
a blotting pad impressed with a letter 
written py the Admiral to Grand Duke 
Michael, saying he could “‘be counted on 
to drive straight home when morning 
came.”’ 

Though the plot was hatched at St. 

tersburg, t execution was planned 
for Jalta, where the fleet was disaf- 
fected seriously. 

The plan was to have the officers and 
crew of the Standart put the royal party 
under arrest and force the Czar to abdi- 
cate and waive -n’s rights in favor 
of Michael. 

The scheme failed, because the Czar 
‘ot nervous and fled. The reasons given 
for the plot re the general disgust 
with the hypnotic Rasputin’s court in- 
fluence and the belief that the Czare- 
vitch is not a genuine Romanoff. 

Mystics Dominate Czar. 

A third reason given is that the Czar 
is no lenger fit to. reign, being domi- 
nated by “ignorant mystics.” Grand 
Duke Michael has not been on speaking 
terms with the Czar for two years, 
since Michael tried to elope with his 
mother’s maid of honer. 

As for the supposed attack on the 
Czarevitch, it is now said that a nihil- 
ist, employed as a gardener at Spala, 
shot or stabbed Alexis during the mo- 
mentary absence of the governess. 

The condition of the Crown Prince 
continues to improve, according to in- 
formation from Spala. His temperature 
and pulse are only slightly above nor- 
mal. 


WEST ST. LOUIS TRUST

Both Sides Say Litigation Was 
Outgrowth of Mutual Mis- 
apprehension. 

The suit brought recently by the West 
St. Louis Trust Co. and Ben E. W

The defendants in the suit have sotd 
their stock in the trust company to the 
plaintiffs, and have withdrawn as ii- 
rectors, while Elder and Maurer have 
tendered their resignations as president 
and vice-president, respectively, anid 
their resignations have been accepted.

Nov. 4, 1905, he was arrested for petit 
larceny, and was fined $25. 

Mafch 20, 1996, he was arrested on the 
charge of disturbing the peace, but the 
case was dismissed for want of prose- 
cution. 

May 7, 1906, he was arrested on the 
charge of disturbing the peace, but was 
released without prosecution. 

Aug. 6, 1996, he was charged with 
petit larceny, but the case ,was nolle 
prossed. . 

Dec. 17, 1906, he was fined $100 tn the 
Court of Criminal Correction for carry- 
ing a concealed weapon.

Oct. 29, 1907, he was fined $10 in the 
First District Police Court for disturb- 
ing the peace, but appealed to the Court 
of Criminal Correction and was acquit- 
ted there. 

Nov. 6, 1907, three charges of disturb- 
ing the peace were continued generally 
in the First District Police Court. 

March 5, 1908, he was fined $25 in Police

DIXON’S MATHEMATICAL PROPHECY. 

No other campaign manager has ever issued 
as remarkable and explicit a line of political 
prophecy as Bull Moose Chairman Dixon. 

He takes the 6,409,000 votes cast for Bryan in 
1908, and by magical methods that ought to at- 
tract the attention of the Society for Psychical 
Research, ascertains that precisely 1,000,000 of 
them were foreign born. By the same methods 
he obtains the confidential information that 800,- 
000 of the 1,000,000 foreign-born wil] not vote for 
Wilson; also that 500,000 workingmen, and 408,- 
000 of other Democrats—the common or garden 
variety presumably—al] of whom voted for Bry- 
an, will not vote for Wilson. Bryan voters of 
1808 who will be Wilson voters in 1912 are pretty 
well whittled down by the time all these have 
been subtracted, but he graciously adds 769,900 
from Taft’s 1908 vote and 180,000 of this year’s 
first voters and gives Wilson a total of 5,649,000.

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BREAKING THE ICE. 

The first of the Titanic widows to marry nec- 
essarily causes a to-do. Her late husband’s irate 
father alleges that her remarriage so soon after 
the tragedy proves her unfit to have the custody 
of her child by the deceased who chivalrously 
sank with the ship. Something of the kind was 
to have been expected. 

How unsympathetic, enrembonabie; fault-find- 
ing, and how like a father-in-law.

With the exception of 
the two Cleveland terms the Republican party 
has been in power since the war. Every panic 
during that period has originated under Repub- 
lican rule. The panic of 1873—the worst of all, 
when the country passed through an agony of 
disaster—was wholly Republican. 
Under Cleveland’s first term the country was 
prosperous and there was a handsome surplus in 
the treasury. The Harrison administration left a 
deficiency and a money panic for Cleveland’s 
second administration to deal with. The wildest 
imagination would not class the tariff refor-.1 
accomplished by Mr. Cleveland as radical. 


Mr. Taft’s statement of the cause of the 1893 
panic is refuted by convincing evidence from Re- 
cublican sources. Herbert Croly who, with 
the assistance of James B. Morrow, editor of the 
Cleveland Leader, published the only authorized 
life of Mark Hanna, ascribes the panic to Re- 
publican policies. The McKinley tariff law was 
enacted in Harrison’s administration and Mr. 


Croly says: 


By a few reductions in the existing sched- 
ules they might have quieted the anti-tariff 
agitation for a loug time without doing any 
injary to the pretection system, but the bene- 
fielaries of the tariff were in the saddle, and 
they pursued the opposite course. Rates were 
raised all along the line. The surplus was 
abolished largely by the simple device of 
spending it. The revenue was reduced by 
making duties which were almost prohibitory 
entirely so, and by abandoning the large in- 
come from the duty on raw sugar, which, at 
that time, was produced only in small quan- 
tities in this country. * * * THE EFFECT 
OF THE BILL WAS TO RAISE PRICES ALL 
ALONG THE LINE. * * * The Treasury 
was embarrassed by a deficit resulting from a 
combination of industrial depression and the 
Republican tariff and eppropriation acts ef 
1890.

There are many diamond occur- 
rences in the United States, but 
none so far of commercial conse- 
quence. 


The Cullinan, found in the Trans- 
vaal in 1905, weighed 3025354 karats 
and was the greatest ever discov- 
ered. Two of the 105 stones cut 
from it, 516% and 309 3-16 karats, 
are the largest in existence. 


The Tiffany diamond, 125% karats, 
is the largest in the United States.

T has been 4 years, which takes us 

back to 1867, since the last diamond 
discovery news of importance, and that 
came from a point in Africa, now known 
as Kimberley, about 1600 miles south of 
the ‘Kasai River district. ‘Since then, 
because of that discovery, $600,000,000 has 
been added to the world’s wealth, 

It came about in this way: 

Burgher Jacobs, to escape British rule 
in Cape Colony, had settled on a Dutch 
farm near Hopetown on the Orange 
River. His children used to play in the 
sand with bright pebbles for marbles. 
Neighbor Schalk Van Neikirk noticed 
one of these pebbles, remarked that it 
might be valuable, and showed it to one 
Mr. John O'Reilly, ‘a traveling trader. 
He in turn took it to Colesberg, cut his

Van Nei- 
kirk, still somewhat interested in bright 
pebbles, picked out of the mud plaster 
of Neighbor Du Toit’s hut an 83-karat 
diamond, which seld for $60,000. That 
stone is now famous as the ‘‘Star of 
South Africa.’ 

That was tHe beginning “oe the De 
Beers group of mines, which, with oth- 
ers in the South African Union in the 
immediate vicinity, furnish the world 
today with 95 per cent of its diamonds, 

The De Beers group in Griqua Land 
West, South Africa, embracing an area 
little more than three miles in diameter, 
consists of five mines, and is by far 
the greatest producer, as indicated in 
the returns for 1911 of the South African 
Union, as follows: 

De Berrs. 1.924.225 karats. valued at $24,- 
os oo 1,774,206 karats, valued at $7,169,- 

Jagersfontein, 338,831 karats, valued at 
: Potipronteln, 123.933 karats, 
$1,473,165. 

Others, including the Voorspoed, will 
pring the product of the Union mines to 
4,891,998 carats, valued at $43,743,620. 

The total output to 1911 of the De 
Beers group, the mines in the South Af- 
rican Union and others in German 
Scuthwest Africa may be placed in val- 
ve at $600,000,000, and this amount may 
be doubled again by the cost of cutting 
and other expenses. 

In the De Beers group the greatest 
depth, 3601 feet, has been, reached in the 
main rock shaft of the Kimberley mine. 
This highest level, 468 feet, is in the Du 


Toit. 

From 1889 to June 3, 1910, 89,676,316 
loads of material have been taken from 
the De Beers group alone. This would 
make a mass 500 feet square and 5736 
feet high. Yet the diamonds taken from 
this blue ground could be packed in a 
case five feet square and four feet high. 
They would weigh 26,967 pounds troy and 
svould be valued at $405,000,000. 

It may be said in this connection that 
a brilliant cut diamond weighing one 
carat is worth 1000 times its weight in 
gold, and this value increases with size. 

The mines in German Southwest <Af- 
rica produced in 1911 798,866 carats, val- 
ued at $5,325,000.
